There  is  a  large  Whelk  fishery.  These  heing  fished,  in  open 
waters.  They  are  washed  in  fresh  water  and  hoiled  on  landing  and 
dispatched  the  same  day  to  various  markets . 

Cockles  are  gathered  on  the  sands  l£  miles  from  the  Quay,  these 
sands  "being  clean  and  free  from  polution. 

Seed  mussels  are  obtained  from  the  sand  flats  of  the  Wash  and 
laid  in  the  Harbour  and  Sluice  Hole  Creek  for  one  or  two  years  to 
mature,  Before  marketing  they  are  placed  in  pits  on  the  Saltings  for 
a  period  of  seven  days  fov*  cleaning  under  the  control  of  an  Inspector 
appointed  by  the  Council.

In  April  five  samples  of  Whelks  were  submitted  for  examination 
and  as  a  result  instruct ions  were  issued  in  May  prohibiting  the  depositing 
of  Whelks  into  the  Harbour  during  the  process  of  unloading  the  catch.
